An Andover man, disappointed, but not discouraged, had 
a conscience which thrust him into national prominence 
this week. 

His efforts give hope to extended life. 

Dr. Robert Lennon, 5 Osgood St., lived with a decision 
for almost 28 hours before talking with Dr. Denton A. 
Cooley in Houston, Texas, Sunday and with a Lawrence 
family with reference to the heart transplant to be made to 
Haskell Karp, 47, of Illinois, who succumbed Tuesday 
after receiving the heart of Mrs. Barbara Ewan, | Tremont 


St., Lawrence. 


To Dr. Lennon, it was a matter 
of ‘‘making the decision.’’ 

He had known of the artificial 
heart transplant and the need of 
a donor of a human heart. 

Dr. Lennon, a firm believer in 
transplants -- in his own words, 
whatever I have is yours if it will 
preserve life -- began to think on 
Saturday. 

The woman was clinically dead, 
but a healthy, strong heart kept 
beating. 

He thought some more. 

Sunday, he did more than think, -- 
he called Dr. Cooley, the nation’s 
foremost heart transplant surgeon. 

Dr. Lennon felt there was a 
possibility. That this area hadnot 
been explored -- where coulda 
heart come from to preserve this 
man, 

Dr. Lennon performed tests on 
Mrs, Ewan and reported back to 
Dr, Cooley. 

Based on all findings, the heart 
was compatible from donor to 
recipient,

James Carroll, Andover High 
school industrial arts teacher and 
adult advisor to the Student Ac- 
tivities Center at the school is 
a man with a purpose and a be- 
lief in the youth of the community.

Raytheon Corporate Report 


Continued production of the Hawk 
surface-to-air missile system and 
scheduled production on the Im- 
proved Hawk system by Raytheon 
Company’s Missile Systems Divi- 
sion plant, Andover, are high- 
lighted in the company’s 1968 an- 
nual report being mailed to 26,000 
stockholders.

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Students Sponsor Program 


For Drug Understanding 


Two Student Activity Center 
general drug seminars in the past 
two weeks gave birth to four SAC 
committees now working on var- 
ious programs to help students, 
parents, teachers and the com- 
munity at large better gain factual 
knowledge and better understand- 
ing of the drug problem. 

One group, the Student Informa- 
tion Center Committee, is con- 
tacting hospitals, universities and 
other reputable sources for au- 
thenticated factral data on mari- 
juana, perhaps later on nicotine, 
and other drugs; they are also 
seeking the opinions of respected 
scientists, psychologists and psy- 
chiatrists on the effects of mari- 
juana use. The aim of this com- 
mittee , headed by Claudia Deng- 
ler, is to develop a Student In- 
formation Center available to any- 
one of any age, who wishes to 
further his understanding on the 
subject. They also hope to be 
helpful to students who have a 
drug problem and wish to solve 
it. 

Another group, headed by Joyce 
Pettoruto, co-chairmanned by 
Marie Rice, has studied and seeks 
community support for, the pro- 
posed Federal Drug Abuse Ed- 
ucation Act of 1969, proposed by 
Congressman Lloyd Meeds of 
Washington, (Dem). 

Meeds bill would provide federal 
support and funds for a range of 
drug abuse education programs, 
including seminars for police, ed- 
ucators and counselors, and could 
fund efforts of university, college 
or private groups to develop 
teaching materials about drugs. 
It would establish programs to 
evaluate existing drug abuse pro- 
grams, and allow the Commis- 
sioner of Education to fill lozal 
requests for curricula on drugs 
abuse and evaluations of curricu- 
la, 

According to Med, responsible 
and constructive drug education 
has been hampered by three fac- 
tors: lack of effective teacher 
training; uncertainty about and un- 
availability of the right teaching 
materials and third, community 
resistance to drug education. His 
act is designed to eliminate these 
hindrances on the proper education 
of both parents and children 
alike. : 

SAC volunteers, will canvass the 
Andover community for signatures 
on the SAC petition supporting 
Meeds’ drug education act. 

The SAC committee will forward 
the petition and signatures to Mas- 
sachusetts’ legislators in the na- 
tional capital. 

Said Marie Rice, ‘‘your signa- 
ture indicates not material sup- 
port, but moral support, the moral 
support and interest that is needed 
on not only Federal and State levels 
but more immediately on local 
levels. This petition is only one 
essential drive in the maturing 
programs of S.A.C.’s Drug In- 
formation campaign. Any con- 
concerned citizen is to contact, 
at the High School, Mr. James 
Carroll (adult advisor to S.A.C.) 
for further information on the 
student campaign. The students 
urge Andover citizens to attend 
any of their programs and meet- 
ings.’’ 

A third SAC committee is con- 
tacting Congressman Bradford 
Morse (R) asking his help in ob- 
taining qualified speakers on the 
problem. This committee hopes to 
be able to bring qualified experts 
as evening speakers at the Student 
Activity Center, open to the com- 
munity as are all SAC programs. 

A fourth SAC committee of stu- 
dents and teachers has the ambi- 
tious project of providing from 
their own ranks, teams of speakers 
who will be glad to come to any 
neighborhood evening gathering,

Perhaps one spark for SAC’s 
efforts to help the community in- 
form itself on the drug problem 
was the remark made by an An- 
dover youngster who is a mari- 
juana user at the first SAC drug 
seminar, attended by teachers, 
students, school administrator and 
two school committee members: 
‘*You want to talk to someone about 
it, but you can’t talk to your parents 
about drugs if they don’t know any- 
thing at all about it.’’

The heart transplant was per- 
formed, but the recipient of the 
live organ died several hours later 
due to kidney failure and 
pneumonia. 

Of Dr. Lennon’s effort and in- 
terest, Dr. Cooley at St. Luke’s 
Episcopal hospital in Houston, 
Texas said Tuesday night that he 
was grateful for the efforts which 
Dr. Lennon put into the particular 
effort, 

Dr. Cooley, also disappointed at 
the result of the transplant, but 
also not discouraged, noted that 
Dr. Lennon had taken the initia- 
tive and had had attended the patient 
from the flight from the Lawrence 
airport to Houston, with incumbent 
problems, 

Houston hospital officials noted 
that Dr. Lennon had to work through 
adverse conditions, noting that the 
plane leaving Lawrence, en- 
countered difficulty and had to 
make an emergency landing. 

Dr. Cooley told the TOWNSMAN 
that Dr. Lennon and he had done 
the best they could to perform the 
transplant -- the first using an 
artificial heart as an interim. 

From Houston came the word, 
through medical officers, ‘‘we 
have made great strides this week- 
end.’’ 

While there were great strides, 
two lives were lost, but apparent- 
ly not in vain, 

Sitting with Dr. Lennon Tuesday 
night,, after Mr, Karp had died, he 
expressed disappointment at the 
outcome of his efforts, but not 
discouraged at the possibility of 


in someone else,” this was the 
most difficult decision. 

Dr. Lennon says, ‘‘Their de- 
cision was enormous and took on 
tremendous magnanimity.’’ 

Dr. Lennon conferred with the 
relatives of Mrs, Ewan, prior 
to the decision for her to become 
a donor. 

The Andover doctor, praised for 
his work in bringing the Lawrence 
woman to Houston under difficult 
circumstances due: to mechanical 
difficulties on the plane also had 
to bring the patient to the hospi- 
tal in an unlit ambulance.

except jumbos. Medium eggs are 
the very best buy, with extra large 
also a big money saver. 

Greenhouse farmers are doing a 
good job of satisfying the demand 
for premium grade, good quality 
cucumbers, lettuce and water- 
cress. Unseasonable cold weather 
has temporarily held up the ex- 
pected flow of tomatoes from iocal 
greenhouses, while spring dug 
parsnips should be in evidence on 
produce counters by the end of the 
week, An adequate supply of win- 
ter parsnips and turnips is on 
hand and economically priced. 

The demand for garden center 
products -- perennials, annuals, 
seeds, trees and shrubs -- pent up 
by a long winter, will find ample 
supplies on hand at reasonable 
prices,

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Editorial Comment 


Youth 


It is easy in this era of campus unrest, student protests, 


etc., to focus on the youth of this generation making the 
headlines. : 

Seldom, however, do the good points of those young 
people aiming toward constructive lives, come forward. 
It is the protestors, the rabble-rousers, etc., that make the 
news. 

For this reason, the TOWNSMAN, this week takes a 
moment to commend the young people who have been 
directing the Student Activity Center at the high school 
for the work they have been doing this past year. 

The center was opened a year ago and its success has 
been notable. 

James Carroll, refers to himself as a passive director 
of the organization. As in all student organizations, it 
takes a faculty member to insure proper guidance. Carroll 
has done this in a background capacity, allowing the stu- 
dents to operate the center. 

The center offered a respectable place for young people 
to assemble in the evening to study, conduct industrial 
arts projects, listen to music, and use library facilities. 

From this early start, SAC members went on to examine 
some of the problems of the day, and sponsored seminars 
and panel discussions on timely issues. Outside speakers 
were sought to come in and discuss various problems. 

The young people greeted members from the Lawrence 
Teen Betterment committee and have undertaken a project 
to join with the Lawrence group in their patriotic tribute 
in a parade on June 15, They are also working toward pro- 
ducing a closer relationship between the two communi- 
ties, 

Many of the young people overcame odds to undertake a 
drive to aid the starving children of Biafra and already 
have raised over $2,000. 

These same young people have expressed a concern 
over the drug problem and have formed committees to 
further understand the problem. Their aim is to provide 
useful information for students, parents and teachers deal- 
ing with the problem. 

Too often do we look down on the youth of our commu- 
nity and our nation in general. 

Only the rambunctious, the law-breakers, those probably 
seeking publicity through devious means, seem to gain 
the notoriety. 

Too seldom do the young people with constructive atti- 
tudes come to the forefront. 

For this reason, we applaud their work on the first an- 
niversary of SAC and encourage their continued efforts. 

Only through such efforts, can this society continue to 

progress. 
Without young people, a community gradually deteriorates. 
Good young people, armed with a purpose, desirous of 
fostering themselves and their community, injects the 
adrenalin which makes a town like Andover progress on a 
proper future course. 


Drugs 


A visit to the local police station recently turned into 
a rather shocking one for a member of the TOWNSMAN 
staff. It was a routine visit, but in the process, an officer 
offered to display some of the current items classified 
under the guise of drug abuse. 

Contained in the collection were such items as pipes, 
heaters, pills, marijuana, heroin, syringes, needles, etc. 

Possibly, as the officer pointed out, some parents are 
unaware of the various devices, obtainable by the young 
‘people of the community. 

One particular item was particularly impressive in a 
rather depressing way. It was what was known as a heater. 
It consisted of a small metal bottle cap to which was at- 
tached a bobby pin. Into the cap is placed heroin which 
is heated until ready for injection. At the proper time a 
syringe, with a needle attached sucks up the drug and the 
needle is used to inject the drug, 

Other items, included pills, ‘‘black beauties,’’ which 
are capsules, a brass pipe for smoking marijuana and other 
pipes for the same purpose. ° 

Are the materials available? 

Most assuredly. There are many ‘‘pushers’’ around who 
can make these materials available. 

Is the problem greater in Andover, than in other commu- 
nities ? 


According to some officials, possibly, since Andover is 
a more affluent community, thus young people have finan- 
cial resources more readily available. 

These items may be very well available in Elm Square, 
but due to Court rulings, police officials are at a loss to 
do anything about it since the law prevents a person from 


being searched. 


Some parents have become concerned enough to request 
information from law enforcement agencies for demonstra- 
tions for the various items being used by young people 


addicted or trying drugs. 


We feel their first impression is that the odor of the 
material is obnoxious. From there it will be more than 


enlightening. : 


Underlining all of these comments, we would steal from 
the television commercial by asking parents, ‘‘do you know 
where your children are?’’ and add, ‘‘do. you know what 


they are doing?”’

When the three major construc- 
tion projects currently under-way 
at the Merrimack Valley Works, 
North Andover, are completed, 
293,000 square feet of floor space 
will have been added at this West- 
ern Electric location.

Dear Miss Hill: 

The Andover Board of Health 
received and reviewed your recent 
letter relative to the delivery of 
town water containing one tenth 
part per million (ppm) fluoride ion 
to people not desiring the fluori- 
dated water containing one ppm. 
fluoride. 

As you know, water containing 
one tenth part per million fluoride 
ion will be available for the taking 
at the town well onAndover Street, 
Ballardvale. In. answer to your 
question concerning delivery of 
this water or transportation of 
people to the well, the board has 
the following opinion: 

There is no provision in the 
existing law relative to the fluori- 
dation of water making it manda- 
tory to supply unadjusted water or 
obligatory for a town or govern- 
ment to furnish delivery of same. 

Precedent established in the 
major cities of New York, Phila- 
delphia, Washington, San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, Dallas, Denver, St. 
Louis, Detroit, Baltimore, Pitts- 
burgh and others as well as in the 
local communities of Danvers, 
Salem, Beverly, Middleton, Tops- 
field, Wenham, Amesbury and 
others in Essex County make no 
provision for delivery of water 
even though these supplies have 
one part per million fluoride in 
their system. The Board of Health 
also notes that when the Andover 
water was previously fluoridated 
for 3 years, this question was not 
an issue. 

We trust that you will feel free 
to notify the Board of Healthoffice 
if you have further questions that 
pertain to the health of the com- 
munity. 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN;: 

At the third session of the re- 
cent Town Meeting, Tuesday night, 
Article 41 came to the floor. It 
requested that the Massachusetts 
General Court be asked to abolish 
school teacher tenure. Learned and 
high degreed talent, Andover’s 
best, spoke for and against. One 
of Andover’s celebrated lawyers 
was clear and concise in his sup- 
port of the motion. In the end Town 
Meeting granted the request. But 
alas, ‘tis another example of Town 
Meeting being led astray. 

Ironically, those who sponsored, 
spoke and defended either side 
were oblivious to this aspect of 
their positions; Should it be accom- 
plished, the effect would be the 
opposite of what each side claimed. 
Abolition of tenure would leave the 
school teachers withno where togo 
for security except into the union, 
that would give the union nearly 
100% membership: A monopoly. 

The union, finding itself with 
enlarged membership and no com- 
petition in its realm of gaining job 
benefits and security, could 
increase its dues and fees. With 
the added income, it could afford 
better preparation, bargaining 
talent and statehouse lobby men. 
That would mean that the town 
would have to pay ever higher 
salaries and benefits to keep the 
peace. It should be clear then that 
town meeting acted unwisely in 
approving this request from its 
leadership, 

But worse still, this instance is 
but one more in the series of re- 
quests of the last few years made 
of Town Meeting by its elected 
leaders, Requests which have cost 
the town literally millions of dol- 
lars. Requests which have little 
prospect of ever paying the town 
a fair return on the debt which the 
town now finds itself facing because 
the effect is likely to be the oppo- 
site of what our leaders have led 
us to believe,
